Ron and Marjatta Maki 
of Watson Court, Altona, 
were two of the members 
who devoted a great deal 
of energy to the project. 

Ron is now one of the 
hall trustees and he says 
everyone agrees that the 
sweat and talent which 
went into it was worth- 

while. . 

He added: “The society 
was formed in ,1958 and 
looked around for many 
years trying to find a suit- 
able site for a headquar- 
ters and social complex. 

“As soon as we saw the 
empty factory we knew it 
had possibilities.

“Perhaps we will be 
able to sponsor bus trips 
and other outings and acti- 
vities if we are successful 
in getting a grant.” 

The society’s policy of 
helping people also ap- 
plies to newcomers from 
Finland who are helped 
in finding jobs and in 
settling into the commu- 
nity.
